Seven inches of rainfall, accompa­ 


nied by much thunder and lightning, 
was the portion of Sedalia and vicinity 
Saturday morning. 
According to A. 
B. Dempsey, of 
601 
West 
Seventh 
street, who keeps tab on the rainfall, 
Saturday morning’s rain was the hea­ 
viest in twenty years. 
Four inches 
was the heaviest rainfall for any one 
time in the preceding twenty years, 
according to Mr. Dempsey. 
Shortly before midnight Friday a 
violent wind arose,, being accompanied 
by much rain, lightning and thunder. 
The rain and lightning continued, al­ 
most 
without 
abatement, 
until 
IO 
o'clock Saturday forenoon. 
All low 
places in the city were flooded, the 
water reaching to the doorways of 
several mercantile establishments at 
Ohio 
and 
Second streets. 
On East 
and West Broadway, in the low p la ce s, 
the water reached a depth of three 
feet. 
A touring car, used for taxi sol vice, 
was driven by its chauffeur into the 
deep water on West Broadway about 9 
o’clock Saturday morning . The water 
flooded the carburetor, wet and short 
circuited all the electrical wiring on 
the motor and stalled the car in the 
middle of the flood. 
J. W . Grimes, who was coming in 
from a road workers’ camp 
on 
the 
Sixteenth street road, hitched his wag­ 
on to the stranded auto and pulled it 
down town. 
The electrical storm, accompanying 
the downpour of rain and the strong 
gale, was one of the worst in many 
years and wrought havoc in many sec­ 
tions. 
The principal wind damage was to 
trees over the 
city, 
several 
being 
blown down and many others having 
branches blown from them. 
Reports 
from 
Green 
Ridge, I La­ 
mont e, Otterville and Houstonia were 
to the effect that no damage by wind 
or lightning was known positively. 
L . L. Stuart, a merchant at Beaman, 
stated over the telephone that Shave 
Tail creek, at Beaman, was the high­ 
est in thirty years, reaching from bluff 
to bluff, nearly a quarter of a mile. 
A telephone message from the City 
W ater company’s pumping station at 
Flat creek, two miles south of Sedalia, 
was to the effect that Flat creek was 
out of banks and rising rapidly. 
No 
danger to the pumping station was an­ 
ticipated by the chief engineer, W. B. 
Martin. 
The opinion of a number of differ- 
erent farmers, called by the Democrat, 
was that the heavy rain washed much 
corn out of the ground and that much 
replanting would be necessary. 
At 8:30 o’clock in the forenoon light­ 
ning struck the cupalo of the Sedalia

Paris, May 27.—Gen. Joseph S. Gal­ 
lied, former minister of war, died at 
Versailles today. 
The death of General Gallieni, while 
not unexpected, created profound re­ 
gret, as he was idolized by the French 
people, particularly the poor, who re­ 
garded him as the savior of Paris. 
His funeral will be the occasion of a 
military demonstration 
Shortly before his death an opera­ 
tion for the transfusion of blood was 
performed, but it had little effect. His 
son and daughter were at his bedside 
when he passed away. 
The cabinet decided this morning to 
arrange a national funeral for him, 
and to transfer the body to the Hotel 
Des Invalides, 
which 
contains 
the 
tomb of Napoleon. 
On August 27, 1914, with the Ger­ 
mans threatening Paris, General Gal­ 
lieni was given the important post of 
commander of the entrenched camp 
and military governor of Paris. 
The 
question of declaring Paris an open 
town was seriously discussed at that 
time. 
The departure of the govern­ 
ment for Bordeaux created 
a 
great 
deal of uneasiness and all those who 
were at the capital at the time recall 
the feeling of relief and revival of 
confidence 
following 
the posting of 
Galleini’s proclamation in 
which 
he 
declared: 
“I have received the mis­ 
sion of defending Paris against the in­ 
vader; I shall accomplish that mission 
to the end.” 
At once his organizing ability and 
energy were shown. 
In a few' days 
the city was surrounded by new' field 
fortifications, heavy artillery was post­ 
ed at all vantage points, a complete 
system of telephonic and telegraphic 
communication was established around 
the city. 
The part he played in the 
battle of the Marne is partly know'n; 
how' on a Sunday, while Von Kluck’s 
lightning-like advance was progress­ 
ing he sent 5,000 men of the troops of 
the army of Paris in taxi motor cars 
across the tow'n, out to the spot where 
General Maunoury was assembling his 
army and brought his forces up to a 
strength that enabled him to tall up­ 
on Von Kluck’s flank protection and 
start the great victory of the Marne.

bank 
building the robbers opened fire. The 
citizens replied. William Jennings, a 
merchant, w'as burned by a buckshot 
from one of the bandit’ shots. When 
the crowd increased the robbers fled. 
One of them fell in the flight and is 
believed to have been wounded.

The dam of the Katy pond near the

Bible society has been celebrating the 


centennial of its existence. 
During 


these one hundred years 
iis society 


has had a helpful part in the develop­ 
ment of our country through its im­ 
mense circulation of the Bible. 
It seems that this centennial is a 
fitting occasion for making an educa­ 
tional exhibit in the library of the Bi­ 
ble, and material connected with Bi­ 
bles, in view' of what the Bible has 
been, and has done for our nation in 
particular, and for the w'orld in gen­ 
eral. 
We do not realize that the Bible, in 
whole or in part, has been translated 
and printed in over seven hundred lan­ 
guages and* dialects. 
Many of these 
languages and dialects have been first 
reduced to a written 
language 
and 
provided with grammars in order that 
the Bible might be printed in them. 
Such exhibits throughout the coun­ 
try fittingly illustrate progress in the 
art of printing, the Bible having been 
the first book ever printed, as it is 
by far the largest product of the print­ 
ing press. It is also a constant factor 
in

improvement 
of 
printing 
through the efforts to present the Bi­ 
ble in a clearer and more attractive 
form. 
The Bible has also been the “best 
seller.” 
It may bt* recalled that the 
highest price ever paid for any book 
was the $50,000 paid some years ago 
for a Gutenberg Bible—the lirst book 
ever printed. 
Ami since the founding 
of Bible societies a little over one hun­ 
dred years ago, careful statistics pre­ 
served show' that over four hundred 
millions of Scriptures have been print­ 
ed.
